Information that Mr. Pool now ‘tur-
nishes was lacking. He thinks the
precious metal In the Hallfax minas
fs In larger fuantities than in the
veins that eross Fluvanna, Fauguier
and Goochland counties. AL any rate,
the present owners of the properties

are nol offering them for eale, 'and are
not organizing any stock companles
Lo work the mines, thinking they
have too good a thing to turn lonse,
end they propose 1o do all the oper-
uting themsslves

The Gold Discovery.

Mr. Pool tells me that the first dis-
covery of gold near Virgllina was
made zeveral yvears ago hy lncal taleant,
The owners of the land upon which
the wellow stuff was found wern not
In financial condition to develop the
properiy, and o they got two capital-
1sis ‘of Huffale, 'N. Y, intarested, and
all arrangements were made for active
business, when ‘he penle of 1907 came
slong end operatlons were suspended,
end were not resumed untdl this year;
ehout four months ngo.

The people about Virgilina had loig
belleved Lhere was' gold in the earth
thereabouts, and finally they got an
expert from the famous mines at Gold
HIL X, C..to Investigate. This export,
¢ Mr, Crowell, found a rieh veln, vary-
Ing in width from' four to fifteen feet,
and the diggers have gone down to a
depth of from 1756 to 200 feet, where
they have found ore that Mr. Pool
thinks Is richer than any ever found
elsewhere In. Virginia. This mine 13
now eowned by Mr. Durgy, of New
Haven, Conn., who Is enthusiastie ovar
his hright prospects, and I8 golng
right aheéad with his costiy develop-
ment plans. He has Installed mueh
muchlnery, including twenty atamp
mills and a compliet=s evinide outfAl. He
expecis to have one hundred stamps
on the property within the vear, and
he enthusiastically, declpres that the
“Porcupina fever will turn to Virginia
Inside of =six months.!” '

There In Copper, Ton.

Just north of this property Howard
Brothers, of Buffalo, N. Y., have found
Food values a hundred feet undar
ground, have fnstalled an outfit, and
will de extensive work in a short
while. ' John A. Hassell, of New Tork,
is developlng Another gold mine prop-
erty about a mile from Durgy's mine.
Hassell now has a shuft down about
thirty feet., and has struck whatl he
conglders a rich vein .cunning. from
four to slght feet In width.

After glving a glowing  account of
Eome olher good things In and about

Virgllina, Mr. Pool says: “But, mind
you, gold Is not the anly metal we
have in this section. TWe have some

valuable deposits of copper, as valuable
a5 can be found in all the Seuth, and
but for the low price of copper we
would now have not less than a dozen
copper mines at work., The Tennessee
Copper Company now holds leases on
several properties whieh  they  are
ohligated to pperate ‘when ‘copper
reaches a certaln price, and It s now
within o fraction of 28 cent of that
price'

Have you ever slopped to think what
What we
cill & good hen is ‘one which will lay,
Any, from 125 t0'150 eggs per year, or in
Fireg coases more.
weigh about five times as much as the
average hen, consequently we have to
aveld or fight shy of causes tendlng
to lower the vitality of  our flocks,
Modern poultry-keeplng makes larger
and larger demands on the strength
of ‘the hens. The wild junglo fowl,
from which our domestic fowls have
come, lsid a litter of ezgs (about
lwelve) In tha naturnal mallng season
(spring), and then hatched her eggs
and rajsed her.young to maturity, with
which she completed her-year's work,
Our modern fowl we. not only expect
tolay about twelve dozen eges REer your,
bt we also want the GERS LO be strong
in fertillty and hatch 'chickens having

a5 sirong vitallty as the parent stock.
Now, one cause of lowered vitality
amongst us fanclera is too close fn,
aned in breeding without regard to
vigor.. We all know how hard it is Lo
kilt for market a weakling who 18
or will bo 8 fine show specimen. 'Stil1,
this is the only why, as a bird that at
wny time of 118 growing perlod Is weak
or alek ahould not he used for hread-
Ing purposes.  Another cause of low-
ered vitallty In o great many flockas is
the use of pullets Instead of hens for
breedlng purposes. 1f we use pullels
that are fully matured, I personally
belleve  the vitality in the chicks will
he just as great as with hens of Lwo
yenrs or over, hut here's the rub, By
hreeding from pulleta. the bresder la
underinking to reproduce from fowla
that have not yet reached maturity
